School bank figures released yester- 
day by The State Savings Bank of Victoria 
show that the savings of Victorian chil- 


dren have reached a new record. 
The report shows that 532,451 pupils had 
£3,575,868 in their school bank books at June 30. 


This was an increase of 
£204,425 over the previous 
year. The number of accounts 
rose by 12,927.
